THE LEGISLATURE. 


L ig h t W ork In th e S en ate—The S u n d ay 
L aw —M ore B ills—S ta te P rin tin g Office 
D eficiency BUI. 
The session of the Senate yesterday only lastei 
from 10 o'clock until 11:20, but the order of busi­ 
ness was gone through and all the work cleared up, 
thus giving the committees an opportunity to work 
during the day. 
President pi0 tem Del Valle pre- 
silod, the Lieutenant-Governor being still ill. 
Taylor introduced a bill relative to the absence of 
State officers from the State. It allows them to be 
absent sixty days, in accordance with ihe provi.-ions 
of the Constitution. 
Under tho present statute 
they may only abseut themselves thirty dsye. 
Lynch introduced an Art to provide for tho publi­ 
cation of notices, matters and things required by­ 
law to be published, 
It provides tlia- anv notice, 
matter or thing rcqu;red to be publ shed may be 
published in any newspiper, or iu «ny publication 
devoted chitfly or id part to tho db s immation of 
legal news. The till will let in tuch ( a pora as tho 
Lam Journal. 
Kyan introduced a bill to pay James Saultry 
S25,cOO, ex Guard at the State 1 rison, at San Quen­ 
tin, for personal injuries—namely, the loss of bo'h 
of his arms, while in the discharge of his duties 
under the orders of his superior iffi.-tr, and while 
in tlie service of the State. 
Sullivan introduced a bill to amend Section 13SS 
cf the Code of Civil Pri-cedute, relative to the 
bond of adn-.iuistr t >rs; also to amend Section 
2168 of tlie Civil Code, relating to certificate! tf 
partnership and actions brought without filing si d 
certificates. Refer eti tf» Judiciary Committ 'O 
Various bibs were reported back from committee* 
aud read first time. 
S. li. 1, to repeal the Sunday law, waa r.t' 
nem o back from the Ccmmitte-e on Judiciary, the 
majority t f the committee recommend i a passage. 
It was read tiie first time. 
Following is the report 
of the min.rity of the committee od that b ill: 
L'u .« her, January 18, 1883. 
Mr.^PresiJent: Ti e unders'gned members of the 
Judiciary t ommittce beg leave to present this report 
relative to S. B. 1, repealing the Sunday law, and 
recommend that it do not pis-, for tho following rea­ 
sons: That while we are in favor of granting to 
individuals of a community tho greatest possible 
liberty oonsjtent with tho public good, and are 
also in favor of all measures carry ing into effect the 
constitutional provision* relative to ti e enjoyment 
cf life an J liberty and tlie acquiring, p *»e,u,mg and 
protecting property and the -ursiajuoe ai: . jbtain- 
ing a.fety and happiness, w s-.iarefie re-, rd tbe 
sections of the Oodo p»rnposeu to bo re¡ A -,j (U, 
being in tho nature of necessary p lice regulations, 
the cre.ting of 
which is called for by our 
Sute Constitution. That by such pedic • regulations 
but juat and necessary power is placed in the liai-.ds 
of the authorities ef tee various cities, cities and 
counties and towns ot this State, and by their re­ 
peal V cc and crime will be encouraged and the 
power and authority of the various executive offi­ 
cers weakened; that following the example of older 
and more experienced States, who found that iawa 
of the claracter navv proposed to ho repealed were 
wise and beneficent, the present law was enacted, 
and we do not think it wise for so young a State as 
this to take a backward step at this time. 
(Signed.) David McClure, Henry Vrooman.Geo. 
II. Pony, Geo. E. Whitney. 
A ruso ution was adoptee) authorizing tho printing 
of the testimony in tlie contested election case of 
Buck vs. Steele. 
At 11:20 a or. the Senate adjourned until to-day 
at 10 a. M. 
Tlie Assembly met at 10 A. n. and completed ail 
the business before it at 11:55, most of tbo commit- 
teea having sessions and considering bills before 
them during the afternoon. There seems to be a 
disposition on the part of members 10 do more com­ 
mittee work, and have less of useless discussion on 
th° II lor of tiie House. 
Tne Committee on fitate Hospitals was granted 
one day's leave of absence. 
Terry of ban Joaquin asked to be excused from 
serving on tlie Committee oil Federal Relations, but 
the Astemoly refused to excuse him. 
The Committees on Fish and Game, Municipal 
Corporations, Labor and Capital, Chinese Immigra­ 
tion, and Attaches and Employes reported ba;k 
various bills. 
On motion of Cu’ter, the Assembly went into 
Committee of the Whole for the purpose of consid­ 
ering A B. 161, appropriating $35,000 for ihe sup­ 
port of the State I’rinting Office for the fls al year 
ending June 30, 18S! 
Cutter urged that it was 
necessary that the bill should p-ws at once, in order 
that the print rs in the Slate Printing Office may 
receive their pay. He explained tho reasons why so 
great an appropriation was necessary. 
On motion of Johnson the bill was amended by 
striking out the words, “ in the payment of salaries 
and wages of employes, the purchase of material 
and other incidental expenses.” 
Campbell moved that tho bill lie referred to the 
Committee on Ways and Means, and insisted that 
the Assembly- should move cautiously in the m attir. 
Cutter moved, as su amendment, that tie com­ 
mittee rise, report the bill back and recommend its 
passage, whereupon Barry pronounced the proposed 
action 
as hasty legislation and Cutter replied 
warmly. 
Leverson insisted that the passage cf the bill was 
an act of economy and of justice to tiie printers. 
Murdock favored tlie motion of Cutter, s.ying 
that tlie bill had been thoroughly examined aDd in­ 
vestigated hy the Committee on Printing and they 
recommended its passage. 
Cutter’s amendment prevailed and the bill aa 
amended w as reported t > the Assembly. 
Cutter then moved that it he declared a case of 
urgency and that the rules be suspended, and tlie 
L-iil re.d the fi st and second times. The motion 
prevaile 1 Ly a vote of 55 ayes t > 17 nocs. The bill 
was read the fiigt and second times, and on motion 
ot Irw in ordered engrossed and p inted. 
The following bills were introduced : 
By Rawle, to provide a remedy in cases where 
damages have been sustained by the illegal and 
irregul ir proceedings of municipal officers, and for 
the payment of the same ; by Campbell, to correct 
errors and omis-ions in certain Courts; by Camp­ 
bell, fixing salaries of the Judges of Superior Court*; 
by Barry, to repeal sections for the relief of insolvent 
debtors, for the protection of creditors, and the pun­ 
ishment of fraudulent debtors; by Lewison, imme­ 
diate examination of witnesses unable to give 
lecunty ; by Irwin, directing County Judges of the 
several counties of tho State to execute certain 
trusts in le’atiou to real estate belonging to unin­ 
corporated towns; by-Wheclan, to compel savings 
and loan associations to dispose of the real estate 
acquired by foreclosure ; by hitton, the State Harbor 
Commissioners to coustruct culverts on tlie water 
front at San Francisco.

ADMISSION. 


The Chioigo Inter-Ocean has not been 
the friend of the efforts in Congres3 to pass 
a civil service bill. 
I t has met most move­ 
ments in that direction with coldness. 
It 
is now compelled to admit, since the 
Pendleton bill has received such an in­ 
dorsement as Congress has given it, that its 
passage may be set down a s “ alaudm aik 
of political progress,” and it recognizes it 
as “ something more than a political inci­ 
den t.” 
We have already pointed out that 
th e passage of the bill must not be mis­ 
taken for the establishment of civil service 
reform, but rather as a beginning that may 
lead to the full growth of a proper system. 
The confession of the journal quoted is an 
evidence of the first fruits of that begin­ 
ning. 


AN OPPORTUNITY. 


I t is surprising that none of the ambi- 
lious young legislators now with us have 
not taken hold of the subject of impure 
publications and exhibitions. 
There is a 
class of street literature and show-case 
photography that is doing more to corrupt 
the youth of the cities than almost any 
other cause. 
The yellow-covered, dash 
pictorial order of sheets and periodicals 
flaunted on the streets, offenses to good 
taste and decency, sow reeds that will re­ 
su lt in rich harvests for the sickle of the 
proposed State reformatory. 
They are ap­ 
peals to the baser elements of human na­ 
ture, and work about as certain destruction 
as does the cup. 


Thk Grass Valley Union sajs : The opening of 
th e route to the Gulf of Mexico, while of infinite 
benefit to the broad domain of Texas, New Mexico 
and Arizona, must redound greatly to the advantage 
of California. The surplus crop of cereals, which will 
increase in ratio with the growing population,will find 
a convenient end speedy channel to the markets of 
Europe. The Southern railroad will be found of 
more benrfit to the welfare of California than the 
central route, or any other that is likely to be con­ 
structed. 


A8SEMSI.T b ill 79 proposes to reduce telegraphic 
rates on lines operated in California, or that run 
through the State, twenty-five per cent, from the 
rotes in tff.ct January 1st. It is not to apply to 
night messages, and where a day rate is, by the re­ 
duction made, not a multiple of five cents the 
amount charged shall include the full amouut of 
five cents, whenver the fraction is two anda half 
cents or more. The bill exempts lines less than 250 
miles in length. 


Senass bill 25 proposes to punish by imprison­ 
m ent, as for a felony, all Assessois who fail to as­ 
sess cultivated and uncultivated land, of the same 
quality ana similarly situated, at the same value. 
We do not believe that Assessors will be manufact­ 
ured to order by such a bill. It will always he au 
issue of judgment os to whether the lands are of 
the “ same quality” and “ similarly situated," and 
for error in tts exerciss it will be impossible to prove 
willfulness 


“ A Room on the ground floor, if you please," is 
the first remark the traveler now makes to the hotel 
elerk as he pasees his grip-sack ovei the counter.

THE 
RECIPROCITY 
TREATY. 


Secretary Folger has come to the defense 
of the Hawaiian treaty with statistical 
showing which constitutes a strong argu­ 
ment in its behalf. He shows th at the value 
of the exports to the islands for the past 
fiscal year amount to $3.360,000, and th at 
the imports amounted to $7,646,000. Here, 
then, we have w ith the Sandwich Islands 
an exchange commerce of over $11,000,000, 
or nearly §1,000,000 each month, 
Thia 
commerce has been created by the reci­ 
procity treaty, and will increase in volume 
if the treaty is maintained. 
The export 
figures represents the volnme of purchases 
made by the insular populations from this 
country, in fact practically from California, 
or, to still farther narrow the statem ent 
down to exact fact, the amount really rep­ 
resents the volume of Hawaiian trade with 
San Francisco. 
B ut there are higher and 
more im portant inferences to be derived 
from Secretary Folger’s 
showing. 
He 
proveB, by custom-house statistics of sugar 
imports, th at if the tariff, which the treaty 
abrogates, had been applied to these im­ 
ports, the aggregate amount imposed would 
have been §3,405,406. 
Here, then, on an 
import of the value of $7,646,000, the tariff 
duty would have been equal to 50 per cent. 
This would have made the articles imported 
obtainable by the people of this country 
only at an increased rate of fifty per cent. 
In other words, we bought $7,646,060 worth 
of goods from the Hawaiian Islands duty 
free. 
B ut if a duty of $3,405,000 had 
been imposed, tho same goods would have 
cost the consumers in this country $11,­ 
051,000. 
This duty would have been a 
barrier to the import trade. 
The products 
of the islands would have reached the con- 
snmer in this conntry only at a reduced 
rale; th at is, the m arket value of H a­ 
waiian products would have been reduced 
by the operation of the tariff. 
This is 
true, for the obvious reason that we could 
not have sff jrded to pay over eleven million 
dollars for seven million dollars’ worth of 
merchandise. 
Therefore the producer, to 
force his products over this tariff barrier, 
would have been forced to accept a lower 
rate. 
Other markets would have been 
sought for Hawaiian products, and natu­ 
rally exchange purchases would have been 
made for Hawaiian supplies. 
I t follows, 
then, that we sold $3,405,000 worth of 
gcods to the islands because, bv reason of 
the reciprocity treaty, we could become 
customers of insular products on eqnal 
terms with other purchasers. 
In every 
view of the situation it becomes apparent 
that the opposition to the treaty is narrow, 
un philosophical, unwise, and, so far as the 
San Francisco Chronicle constitutes a part 
of th at opposition, it proceeds from mo­ 
tives of malignity and venality.

The Examiner acts as if 
compelled 
ta attack a railroad company or two 
daily, or else receive punishment from its 
masters. 
As a result, some of its blows 
are more than wildly delivered, and, like 
all hasty and forced writing, its state- 
menta are inaccurate to a degree that 
amounts to absolute misrepresentation. 
For instance, its latest is a charge that 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company de­ 
frauds the General Government by evading 
fair payments into tho sinking fund. 
If 
the Examiner had not chosen to misrepre­ 
sent, for its own purposes, it could have 
opened the last report of the Secretary of 
the 
Interior and 
read 
that : 
“ The 
company has at all times promptly com­ 
plied with all the demands of this office, 
both in rendering the regular returns and 
in the payment of whatever balance, under 
the A ct of May 7, 1878, has been ascer­ 
tained to be due from them .” He then 
sets out every financial factor in all the 
accounts between the company and the 
Government. 
June 30th last the sinking 
fund showed a credit to th at company, under 
the Act of 1876, of $1,534,614 26. 
This 
has 
been 
invested 
save $527,SS6 53. 
Against the heavy cost of the investments 
the company, he says, protested, and he 
refers to the recommendation of the Com­ 
missioner for an amendment of’ tho A ct of 
1878, so th at the large premiums paid 
shall not, in simple jastice, be entirely 
lost. 
Then follows the Commissicner’s 
plan for accomplishing this end—a plan 
which has received official indorsement. 


PROTECTING LIFE. 


Mr. Reddy is the author of a bill now 
before the Legislature that would seem to 
be beyond objection. 
I t requires mining 
companies with subterranean works to have 
a second or escape shaft where any num. 
her of men are employed. 
As the law 
stands it applies only to mines where 
twelve men are at work. 
Another bill re­ 
quires hoisting engines for mines to be 
constantly manned by two engineers. 
In ­ 
stances are not infrequent of loss of life 
below ground by reason of accident to the 
solitary engineer above ground and his in­ 
ability to respond to the call to hoist. 
Such measures as these tending to give ad­ 
ditional security to those following pre­ 
carious vocations shonld receive legislative 
sanction without hesitation. 


LEGISLATIVE 
SESSIONS. 


In Illinois it is proposed th at the Legis­ 
lature shall meet but once in six years 
instead of biennially. 
So long as the chief 
business of legislators is to disarrange the 
Codes, legislate to advance the dominant 
party and further personal ambition, the 
people will continue to regret frequent 
sessions. 
Statutory law is already too 
voluminous, States are overgoverned, legis­ 
lation too greatly revolutionizes existing 
methods. 
W e have progressed in Califor­ 
nia from loose statutes to Codes, from 
annual to biennial sessions, from special to 
general legislation, and it is within the 
possibilities that the latter will be reduced 
to the minimum by infrequent sessions, 
w ith a probable enlargement of the num­ 
ber of legislative days.

METROPOLITAN THEATER. 
The Madison Square Theater Company 
presented last night, for the first time in this 
eity, Mrs. Frances Hodgson Burnett’s da­ 
mes tic drama “ Esmeralda.” There was a 
good house, considering the fact that the 
Eureka masque ball and Mrs. E. B. Crocker’s 
reception were so largely attended, and those 
who were present were amply repaid. The 
company performed under the most adverse 
circumstances, but they presented a most 
pleasing and affecting urama in a manner 
which leaves no doubt as to the merit of the 
people composirg it. The tr.in upon which 
the company left lleno was wrecked near 
Cape Horn Mills and they were brought 
to thi3 city by special train, arriving 
in the city at halt-past 7 in the even­ 
ing, and being compelled to go at once to the 
theater without rest or refreshment. “ Es­ 
meralda” is a very touching picture of home 
life, and gives opportunity for some very fine 
acting. It is in the hands of talented and 
conscientious people, who will make it as 
popular upou this coast as was “ Hazel 
Kirke.” It is totally unlike that powerful 
drama in plot, but it is a worthy successor to 
it. 
Thera are only ten people in the 
cast, and all are good, there being 
no “ stick” in the company. 
Leslie 
Allen, as Elbert Rogers, gave evidence 
of superior talent, and Miss Viola Allen, 
as Esmeralda, won the hearts of the audi­ 
ence. Miss Sidney Cowell was simply charm­ 
ing as Mora Desmond, and E. J. Buckley 
sustained ths character of Dave Hardy in a 
masterly manner. Thomas Whiffen, as Esta- 
brook, made a very pleasing impression. 
The plot of the p’ay is briefly this : Elbert 
Rogers is an honest old North Carolina 
farmer, living with his wife Lyddv Ann end 
daughter Esmeralda on a poor farm, The 
young girl is in love with Dave Hardy, who 
has built a house, to which he proposes to 
take hia bride, when a speculator from New 
York appears on the scene, and having ascer­ 
tains 1 that there is iron ere on the laud 
he pays a large price f r a half interest in it. 
“ Lyddy Ann” rnos things generally in the 
family, and “ old Regers” and Esmeralda 
are kept uuder. She at once informs Dave 
Hardy that her daughter is rich, and that he 
would be doing her injustice if he insisted 
upon marrying her. lo r her sake he leaves 
her. Rogers aad Esmeralda are dragged off 
to Paris by the scheming and ambitious 
mother, who seeks to marry Esmeralda to a 
worthless Marquis. Dave Hardy follows his 
love to. Paris, and nearly dies of starvation, 
when news comes that the vein of ore did not 
turn out well on the 11 gers land, but was 
discovered to be v -ry rich on the land of 
Dave Hardy. He is suddenly very rich end 
Rogers psnnfless. Then the bappy denoue­ 
ment.

H. Morgan was caught in the wreck and ia- 
etantly killed. A young man named .Maratón, 
who was stealing a ride, was also bidly in­ 
jured. H? was brought to Colfax and re­ 
ceived raen c.il treatment, but died witbin an 
hour ofr-^e. his arrival there. Morgan hsB 
two brothers and a married sister living in 
this city. Maratón was recently connected 
with the Bif.ton Comic Opera Company, 
alias the Wiusor Comic Op ara Compauy, 
which met with a financial wreck in Truckee 
a short time ago.

Tenth Annual Masked Ball of the Eureka 
Social Club. 
Tbe tenth annual masquerade of the Eu­ 
reka Social Club was held last evening at 
Armory Hall, and was another successful 
social event with this well known club.

Btrong man was he, trith a great human 
heart. 
A power has gone ont from Lon­ 
don. A grand, steady, and sterling nature, 
and honest ia all he did and said. 
There 
is little of the flash and sensation order of 
things to fascinate and till the j cnrpals of 
to (\ay. 
And co it is this substantial pil­ 
lar, which ones bore more of London on its 
shoulders than most men know or London 
is willing to concede, has pissed away, and 
little is said. 
Strange he Bhould have died 
so sudden and so soon, for physically he 
was the largest and most powerful of 
a large 
and 
powerful race 
of 
men. 
He always visited me on 
horseback 
in dense 
old 
London—the east 
side 
and 
most 
humble quarter of 
the 
city—and, mounted on a horse as^ large 
and powerful proportionately as himself, 
he was the marvel of the deDÍzjns as he 
slowly rode through the crowded and dingy 
streets. 
Ho was very partial to his saddle, 
and had spent years on horseback in Aus­ 
tralia, where his eons, or the most of the 
them, are settled, and are now engaged in 
raising sheep far in the interior. 
He had 
rode all over South America and Mexico, 
and while, I think, he had little adm ira­ 
tion for my writings, he liked my prefer­ 
ence for the saddle, and we often rode 
together. 
He did not like my big showy 
Mexican caddie, however, and'on my in­ 
sisting on its superior advantages, he ar­ 
ranged that I should ccme to his country 
place, where he would furnish the horses, 
and we could put the qualities of our 
respective saddles to the test. 
I remember at a dinner at the Garrick 
Club, which he had given to Mark T wain 
and myself, he rode his favorite hobby, the 
saddle, almost to the verge of anger. 1 ou 
see, M ark Twain was then lecturing, or 
about to lecture, on “ Hiding tbeM ustang.” 
Trollope began to talk riding with the 
coup, and 
endeavored 
hard 
to 
draw 
the great humorist out and get the ad­ 
vantages of his long experience with the 
mustang in the far west. 
But Mark was 


3ilent and very thoughtful. 
He e.vsayed 
once or twice to talk about Jerusalem, and 
even made some faint allusions to the old 
masters. 
Ho went off eloquently on the 
weather two or three times. 
B ut he left 
the discussion of the question entirely to 
Trollope and myself, greatly to the disap­ 
pointment of the former. 
After dinner as 
we sauntered back to M ark’s hotel (the 
Edwards’, St. George Square), where he 
was living in great state on the same floor 
with Disraeli, Mark palled me up sud­ 
denly under a lamp-post, and said in his 
dry, slow, and inimitable way: 
“ Look 
here, old boy, now why dido’ty o u help me 
out of that boss business, eh?” 
“ Didn’t know you wanted any help, 
M ark.” 
“ W ell, now, didn’t you see me trying 
to talk about Jerusalem and the weather 
and the state of 
future punishments ? 
W hy, look here.” 
And he pulled out of 
his vest pocket a short dcz.m of little bits 
of pasteboard. 
“ See 
them ? 
Tickets 
for that riding-Ecbr.ol in Queen street, 
down 
by 
Hyde 
Park. 
I 
bought a 
dozen of ’em the other day. 
Have eleven 
left. 
Take ’em ; take ’em all. 
I ’ll never 
go back there as long as I live. 
I’ve used 
one. 
I got on one of the old mares there 
and she scraped me off, and I won’t go back 
there no more.” 
“ W hat !” said I, “ don’t you know how 
to ride ?”
